To say that the news of Mrs. Mis­ 
souri Megee’s death was receiv ed as 
a shock in this city, would be putting 
it lightly, and expressions of surprise 
and sympathy were heard on ev ery 
side. 
Few women had 
the

faculty of mak ing friends which Mrs. 
Megee had, and fewer had the facul­ 
ty of k eeping them. 
Her death at this time was much 
sadder—if such a thing is possible —for 
the fact that her youngest daughter, 
Miss Adelia Megee, is confined in a 
hospital in Indianapolis, and on ac 
count of her serious condition was not 
apprised of her mother’s critical condi­ 
tion. 
The’lov e which existed between 
fcheso two, the lov e of a mother and 
daughter, was augmented!by a seem­ 
ingly closer tie, for they were com­ 
panions to each other. 
Mrs. Megee was the daughter of 
General Pleasant A. Hack leman, who 
fell during the civ il war in the battle 
before Oorinth, in October 18 62, where 
he was commanding the First B ri­ 
gade of the Second Div ision of the 
Array of ¿Misissippi. 
Deceased 
in­ 
herited many of the traits of her cour­ 
ageous father and lov ing mother, for 
she was high-spirited, warm hearted 
ard impulsiv e, but these'q ualifces were 
tempered by 
sound judgment 
and 
strong sense. 
In her family relations, 
she was k ind hearted and affectionate, 
a dev oted wife and a fond m other; 
in her friendships, sincere and true. 
Perhaps no woman in Rushv ille was 
better k nown than “ Douard” Megee 
as 
she 
was 
k nown to her 
many 
friends, being greatly lov ed and ad­ 
mired, for her happy, jov ial disposi­ 
tion made her a fav orite. 
Wherev er 
she went she created an atmosphere of 
gladness and joy, always look ing on 
the bright side of life. 
She bore the 
bitter anti the sweet with the fortitude 
of a Christian woman. She was a life­ 
long member of the Methodist church. 
She was an inspiration to her family, 
her relativ es, her 
neighbors, many 
friends, and to all who k new her, ant! 
will be greatly mirsed by the entire 
community.

The officers of the court ask ed Judge 
Stubbs to allow him to return home 
with his mother until they could in­ 
v estigate his case and as the boy has 
nev er bt'eu in trouble before the judge 
granted the req uest. 
After leav ing this city Thursdav af 
ternoon Lantz went to Rushv ille and 
he had not been there long before he 
was seized with a desire to see Chica­ 
go. 
He no sooner arriv ed there than 
he became,homesick to see his mother 
and deciding to face the charge of 
stealing rather than stay away from 
his widowed mother he returned to 
Indianapolis.

When Marshal Price left Saturday 
afternoon*in a buggy accompanied by 
Fred Clev enger, in search of the’thief 
who robbed 
he 
latter’s home 
the 
sceptical 
were saying: 
“ Oh, he’ll 
nev er get that fellow. 
The fellow is 
too smart, and besides he’s got a good 
forty-fiv e minutes start on him .’’ But 
the officer seldom comes back empty 
handed and Saturday was not an ex­ 
ception to the 'rule. 
When they re­ 
turned a little before sev en o’clock , 
cov ered with mud, and cold and hun­ 
gry they had the thief bound with 
ropes, and Clev enger was smiling and 
chewing his cigar in a happy, nerv ous 
mechanical way, for in his pock ets 
were the jewels and other v aluable 
which the “ bad man” had stolen a 
few hours before. 
But while Price was putting Rush­ 
v ille between him in a mad chase, 
annihilating space, 
trying to ov er­ 
come the “ forty-fiv e minutes 
from 
Rushv ille’“ things were mov ing nicely 
in this city. 
Officer;Pea was busily 
engaged in rnnning down suspicious 
look ing characters and with the aid of 
two deputies rounded up two hard 
look ing customers. Deputy Prosecutor 
Kiplinger made a run out to he C.. H 
& D. water tank on the information 
that a man was hiding there, but a 
thorough search prov ed fruitless. 
Price arriv ed at Gings station'where 
he captured the man at the opportune 
time, for another ten minuses and he 
would uot hav e bagged bis game, as 
the man said hejjust dropped in to get 
warm a few minutes and then he in­ 
tended cutting across the country to 
a barn to spend the night. 
Price was out telephoning to Fal­ 
mouth when the man dropped into the 
Gings store, and Clev enger “ enter­ 
tained" him on weather topics until 
Price 
returned. 
The officer look ed 
the man ov er and ask ed him where he 
had come from. 
He replied that he 
just walk ed in from’Rushv ille. 
Price 
then told him hejguessed that he was 
just the party he was .look ing for" 
and told him to mak e a “ sign lik e 
t welv e o’clock " with his hands while 
he searched him. 
Up went his hands 
and 
the 
first 
thing 
the marshal 
brought from the fellow's pock ets was 
a pair of nose glasses. 
When 
the 
glasses were found it was then easy to 
“ see" that they had 
captured the 
capital prize. 
The thief then “ shelled out" ail the 
stolen property. 
It amounted to sev er­ 
al hundred dollars worth of jewelry, 
including two diamond rings. 
When 
he brought forth a new pair of gentle­ 
man’s k id glov es, 
Clev enger 
said: 
“ This suck er’s been in someone else’s 
house. 
Those glov e don’t belong to 
us.“ 
But 
the fellow insisted that 
they belonged to Clev enger and 
a 
friendly argument followed. 
The fellow said: “ Say if you don’t 
want ’dose glov es, why, I’ll tak e ’em. 
But 1 gets em at yer house, see! 
Data no k id—de glov es are—but dis 
story is no k id." 
And it afterwards 
dev eloped that Clev enger’s wife had 
bought the glov es to giv e to her hus­ 
band for a Christmas gift. 
At the jail the fellow said that his 
name was Patrick Fogartv . and that 
he had no home, but hailed trom the 
West. 
He was about as tough look ing 
a proposition as one ev er sees. 
Look ed 
lik e the fellow in the melodrama who 
steals “ me choild." 
Has the bearing, 
language, face and shaped head of a 
hardened criminal. 
Said he nev er was 
in a State prison, but unconsciously 
began to do the “ lock step” the min­ 
ute he saw the iron bars. 
He took his arrest philosophically 
saying: “ W hat’s the odds. 
No are to 
drop tears now. 
Haint got a soul in 
de world dat cares whether I croak or 
whether I’m to de good 
with ten 
thousand plunk s. ” 
Then laughing he 
continued, “ I nev er mak es a crook ed 
mov e does I Mr. Officer when ye lay 
de strong arm of de law on me. 
Fel­ 
low’s a suck er to. 
I saw I wuz up 
again it. 
But say, " he concluded, 
“ on de sq uare, I’U be ashamed to let 
eny of me freens lay an eye on me eny 
more after gettin pinched by a yap 
brigade. 
Dats all I regret. 
Say, how 
large is dis town? Fiv e thousand! 
Say can’t 
hye pad yer population, 
swell it, swell i t —or don’t let dis get 
out on me. " 
It was found afterwards that Fo- 


garty had entered sev eral homes¡on 
West Second street during the after­ 
noon, but did uot get awav with any­ 
thing. 
He said last night he was des­ 
perate 
and was 
onlv look ing 
for 
money. 
The tip was giv en to the officers by 
the freight 
c m w of a J. M. & I. train 
Saturday 
shortly after the robbery 
occurred. 
They passed the man near 
the Flarrock riv er bridge north of this 
city and he wav ed at them. 
It prov ed 
to be a "w ild wav e” for it washed^him 
ashore, and he can now drown his 
troubles with Sheriff King’s twenty- 
fiv e cent coffee. 
When lock ed up at the jail he was 
put in the ‘ * bams’ cell’ ’ along with the 
other two men held on suspicion and 
immediately be got into the “ rags" 
with them about the bed cov erings. 
Sheriff King got out a “ blank et re­ 
monstrance” Against the boudoir rack ­ 
et and turned» he dov e of peace into 
their cells. the two men held on 
suspicion wer4 afteiwards released. 
Clev enger will buy our city marshal 
a Christmas gift.

Recent Order Fro m the Depa rt­ 


ment Outlines a New 


Genera l Schedule 


A new box office rate will be estab­ 
lished at the local postoffice, begin­ 
ning 
January 
1, 1907. 
The boxes 
heretoforeJJhaTeJbeenrented for the fol­ 
lowing prices : small lock box 25 cents 
for three months ; large lock box 50 
cents, and 
large drawer 75 cents. 
These prices twill be increased as fol­ 
lows : For thf q uarter, small lock box, 
60 cents, large lock box 75 cents, and 
large drawer, $1.00. 
The order giv en out by Acting Post­ 
master-General F. H. Hitchcock ex­ 
plains why the change is being made. 
The letter follows : 
“ Box rent ratesdiav e beeujtixed here- 
tofannrpon no established basiB. with 
the result that at certain large post- 
offices rates'are lower than at many 
small offices ; that the charge for small 
boxes is in many cases higher than 
that which should be made for large 
boxes ; that reuts are sometimes collect­ 
ed at the same rate for boxes of all 
sizes ; and that at postoffices of lik e 
class, in the same v icinity, eq uipped 
with similar boxes, rents are collect­ 
ed at widely different rates. 
In order 
to remedy these 
conditions and to 
prov ide a 
definite and satisfactory 
rule for the'colleotion of box rents a 
schedule,\based upon the k ind and ca­ 
pacity of boxes ami the gross receipts 
at postoffices has been adopted and 
will be strictly adhered to bv the De­ 
partment)! n the establishment of all 
box rent rates from and after January 
1, 19 07." 
Rentals must be jiaid promptly on 
the first of the month, in adv ance for 
the q uarter or^the box will be declared 
v acant. 
Notice of “ Box Rent Due” 
will be placed in the boxes I>ecember 
21 . 
It is reported, with 
considerable 
ground for belief, that this increase is 
made by the gov ernment with a v iew 
to discourage the use of boxes and get­ 
ting all the people^to tak e their mail 
from the carriers.

ACCIDENT IS MYSTERIOUS 


The Ma ng led Rema ins Will Be 


Bro ug ht to This City 


Fo r Buria l 


The unfortunate accident in which 
a former Rush countv man met his 
death Saturday night was chronicled 
in the Indianapolis Star yesterday. 
The article says in p a rt: “ Two men 
were k illed, one instantly, and the 
other was serioulsy injured when the 
wagon in which they were riding 
was struck by a Big Four passenger 
train at the Beech Grov e crossing, 
sev en miles southeast of the 
city, 
early last night. 
The train, it was 
said, was trav eling at a speed of about 
fifty miles an hour. 
The wagon in 
which the men were riding was a light 
spring v ehicle and was loaded with 
fresh beef and two barrels of flour. 
When the unconscious 
bodies were 
pick ed up they were found buried in 
flour amid the wreck age of the rig. 
(’ampbell Moore, 
who was k illed 
instantly, was employed at the hotel 
of J. R. O’Neal at the camp of the 
Moore-Mansfield 
Construction com­ 
pany at Beech Grov e. 
He was seated 
on the front of the wagon driv ing and 
when the crash came was thrown un­ 
der the pilot of the engine. 
One leg 
was crushed entirely from the body, 
and was found thirty feet away from 
the trunk which was badly mangled. 
The train which is due in Indiana- 
polis a 6 :48 was in the charge of 
William Bailey, engineer, and John 
Spianu. conductor. 
According to the 
statements of Bailey the head light of 
the engine showed him the turnout 
driv ing sq uarely in 
front of the en­ 
gine and he pulled the bell rope and 
opened the throttle, to driv e his en­ 
gine past before the apparently mad 
driv er of the rig reached the crossing. 
He was too late. 
With a crash 
the 
big passenger engine struck the wagon 
and flying beef and flour and bodies 
filled the air as the train sped past. 
Bits of the rig, portions ¿of q uartered 
beef, barrel stav es and flour cov ered 
the ground at the crossing 
There is some mystery as to the 
cause of the accident. 
The crossing 
is an open one and trains passing can 
be seen easily for some distance away. 
Rush was not able to explain the m at­ 
ter last ev ening. 
The three men had been in Indian­ 
apolis 
buying 
prov isions. 
J. R. 
O’Neal, for whom Rush and Moore 
work ed, drov e to the camp and passed 
the tarnout about a mile north [of the 
crossing. 
He sav s the men were late 
and he ordered them to hurry. It may 
be, he says, that in hurrying Moore 
drov e reck lessly and attempted to cross 
before the train. 
A phenomenal feature of the acci­ 
dent is the disappearance of the horses 
driv er to the wagon. . Thev ev idently 
were not injured. 
Railway men say 
they saw the team dashing north on 
the road. 
Thev were ev idently cut 
loose from the wagon by the collision. 
Up to a late hour last night they 
had not been found. 
Moore formerly liv ed at Rushv ille, 
Ind., where it is believ ed, he had 
relativ es. 
Coroner Tutewiler is com­ 
municating with his 
relativ es. 
He 
will inv estigate at once the cases of 
both men k illeni. * * 
Campbell Moore, who was 
k illed 
Saturday night was better k nown to 
his many 
friends here 
as “ Cam" 
Moore. 
He was a whole sooled fellow 
—a hale fellow* well met—and always 
had a mile on his face ami a jok e on 
his lips. 
Just the sort of a good na­ 
ture d fellow whom oue can hardly 
associate with hav ing met such a hor­ 
rible death as was his fortune.

was a reincarnation of the celebrated 
double dyed French criminal Blan- 
sean. who caused the police of the 
great French capital many sleepless 
nights. 
He seemed to be omnipresent, bob­ 
bing up all ov er the city, and the 
boldest act comm itted^ was the broad 
daylight attempted hold-up of- Mayor 
Cowing's wife. Together with another 
ladv she,was returning ¿from a shop­ 
ping expedition about three o’clock , 
and when within one block of their 
home, they were suddenly confronted 
by a rough look ing indiv idual who 
had a long k nife draw n.

Cowing entered the home of Clen M il­ 
ler, anti was discov ered in the house

He entered the Geraghty home on 
West Second street, and was caught in 
the act 
of ransack ing a book case. 
Shortly afterwards he was discov ered 
in 
John Dowden’s 
house on West 
F irtt street, but he did not secure any­ 
thing there 
Mrs. Frank Hayes re­ 
ported that she found the man in her 
home, but he left hurriedly when dis­ 
cov ered. 
Ail of these at*empte at robbery oc­ 
curred within a half hour, and before 
the word was giv en to the police. 
Shortly afterwards the city was in 
the throes of great excitement,,when 
the robbery of $500 worth of jewelry 
was reported. 
It was then that the 
officers got a good descripton of the 
fellow, and 
within three hours he 
war« apprehended by Marshal Price*

sentative Cravens, of Madison, seems 
to be the only candidate for the com­ 
plimentary vote for senator as Repre­ 
sentative Honan, of Seymour, whose 
name 
was 
prominently 
mentioned, 
says that h<* is for Cravens. 


From several sources of information 
it was learned today that the liquor 
interests are looking to the leaders 
of both of the old parties for help 
during the legislature. Secretary Reil 
ey said that tin 
brewers had reason 
to expect more of the Republicans 
than of the Democrats 
"The Democratic organization has 
not received a cent from the brewers 
since IK94," said he. 
"On the other 
hand the brewers have been heavy 
contributors to the Republican cam ­ 
paigns since that time. 
They helped 
them in the recent election and the 
brewers hav»* a right to look to them 
for protection now " 
Iieiley said that 
the Diiw k ratic members have no alli­ 
ance with the brewers, but the impres­ 
sion has arisen from soim source or 
other that the brewers will not have 
much trouble in lining up a lot of the 
Democratic members of the house. 
Neither party is committed by 
its 
platform to enact more liquor laws 
and neither seems to be anxious to 
take up the subject 
Both are said 
to he afraid of it lest further offense 
be given to the liberal element which 
showed its strength in many of the 
cities in the recent elections 


The situation is all the more pecu­ 
liar because of the rather unique atti­ 
tude of the people who are devoting 
much time to fighting the liquor traffic. 
Confronted with the reftisal of the 
campaign managers to advocate an 
extension of the blanket remonstrance 
to counties and cities the members 
of the anti saloon league and of the 
Prohibitionist 
party 
have 
declared 
themselves strongly against the propo­ 
sition that licenses shall be raised to 
$1,000. 
With the oarry leaders op­ 
posed to the anti-saloon league pro­ 
gram of extending the power of re­ 
m onstrance and with the league and 
the 
Prohibitionists against 
high 
li­ 
cense. the brewers are the nearest to 
"Easy street" they have been in a long 
time. 
If they can ktn p the tem per­ 
ance forces fighting the high license 
proposition and the party leaders in 
fear of further extension of the remon­ 
strance power they will come out of 
the legislature in no worse shape than 
thev are right now

CITY TO SUPPLY LIGHT 


Evansville Starts Movement to Secure 


Municipal Lighting System 


Evansville, 
Ind., 
Dec 
17.—Mayor 
Boehne, at the monthly meeting of his 
cabinet, started a movement which he 
says he believes will result in a m u­ 
nicipal lighting plant for this city. 
His announcement of his intention to 
work for municipal ownership of the 
gas and electric light franchise was 
greeted with applause. 
Evansville, at present, is the poorest 
lighted city iu the state 
The mayor 
was encouraged in his view by the 
report of the. municipal waterworks 
board, which showed that the city 
waterworks plant, despite enormous 
expenditures for intake pipes repair, 
will earn $26.000 this year. The water­ 
works give the city $70.000 worth of 
w ater free. 
Mayor Boehne said he considered 
the waterworks, despite many failings, 
the most valuable asset the city had. 
He remarked that he talked to Mayor 
Book w aiter of Indianapolis and found 
that the city of Indianapolis paid $200.- 
000 water rental each year. 
He said 
he was glad that Evansville owned her 
own w ater plant. 
The city has latsly 
bought the pest-house and farm from 
the county and the city crem atory has 
been placed under the control of the 
board of health.
